OTHER INDICTMENTS MADE. 


LATEST DEVELOPMENT OF RE- 
MARKABLE LITIGATION. 


History of the Claim by Which Mrs. 
(Craven Sought to Prove That 
She Was Married to 
Fair. 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 11.—Mrs. Nettie 
R. Craven has been indicted by the grand- 
jury on a charge of perjury for her testi- 
mony given before that body in relation to 
her claim for a widow’s share of the James 
G. Fair estate. George W. Simpton, who 
ewore that he married Fair and Mrs. 
Craven, and who subsequently made oath 
that he lied in his first affidavit, has been 
also indicted for perjury. Adolph Sylva, 
the man who boasted that he engineered 
the scheme by which Simpton was induced 
to make his contradictory affidavits, has 
been indicted for subornation of perjury, 
which is also defined a felony. If the ac- 
cused are convicted they may be punished 
by imprisonment not less than one year 
nor more than fourteen years. The indict- 
ments are now in the hands of District At- 
torney Byington, to be presented to the 
grandjury to-day. There are said to be 
others implicated and other indictments 
may follow.

He asserted 
that there was no use of publicity, as 1t 
would only excite gossip and cause 
ble in his family. She said he wrote out 
the brief marriage contract that she 
duced in.court, and they both signed 
in the presence of a notary. Afterward he 
declared, according to her version, that a 
civil marriage was necessary to make their 
union valid and the two went to Sausalito 
across the bay from San Francisco, and 
were married by Justice ef the Peace simp- 
ton. Her story was drawn over several 
days, but it was deficient in details and 
dates, PR _ 

Mrs. Cravén’s story of the civil marriag» 
creuied a sensation, and it was apparently 
clinched by an affidavit from Justice Simp- 
ton going into minute details. A few days 
later the attorneys for Charies Fair threw 
a bombshell into the Craven camp by pro- 
ducing @ second affidavit from Simpton, in 
which he told how he had been engaged by 
his friend Sylva of Sausalito to make this 
original affidavit on the understanding tnat 
Mrs. Craven would pay him $10,000. He 
averred that he had never performed the 
marriage, and he made the second affidavit 
to clear his conscience and to escape the 
penalty of perjury.

entire police force on duty along the lines 
of the Suburban and Lindell Railway prop- 
erty. The men will be kept at these points 
fae long as it may be necessary. 

Most of the men were relieved from duty 
early Thursday night and they took a 
much-needed. rest. According to 
tions, they reported for duty at 6 o’clock 
Friday morning and went to work looking 
fresher than they have since the strike be- 
gan. 

The chief has divided his men up In the 
manner which he thinks they will be best 
able to do the work that may fall to their 
lot. 


is in charge of 72 men and eight: sergeants. 
This is one of the most important places in 


the city just now. Great crowds of men 
have congregated there when it was an- 
nounced that cars would be run out from 
the sheds. Happily all serious trouble was 
averted. and when the cars were drawn 
from the sheds policemen were found to be 
on both front and back platforms. The 
Start was made Friday morning without 
any serious friction. 

The Suburban’s territory from De Hodia- 
mont to Vandeventer avenue is under con- 
trol of Capts. Young and O’Malley. Capt. 
Young has 43 men and six sergeants under 
him, and Capt; O’Malley Bas 72 men and six 
sergeants. The captains#station their men 
at the street crossings aS they think best. 
The police form a guard all along: the 
track. No crowds are allowed to congre- 
gate. 

From Vandéventer avenue to Garrison 
avenue Capt Schroeder is iam charge of 38 
men and four eergeants. 

From Garrison avenue to Twenty-second 
Street Capt. Joyce has a force of 8 pa- 
trolmen and six sergeants, 

From ‘Twenty-second street to Four- 
teenth and Wash streets Capt. Creecy has 
a force of 5 men and six sergeants. 

From Fourteenth and Wash streets to 
Thirteenth street and Washington avenue 
Capt. Kiely nas a force of 8 men and six 
sergeants. .‘lhis short bit .of territory is 
considered ‘the most dangerous of any place 
away from the power house. The track 
contains some very sharp curves and runs 
through a-past of the city where the negro 
population is dense.

streets 100 men and -10 sergeants are un- 
der the command of Capt. Reynolds and 
Lieut, Johnson. 

The remainder of the force is stationed 
along the line of the transit company. At 
Taylor ani Fairfax avenues, at the transit 
company’s car sheds, Sergt. Hickman has 
a force of ®W men. Along the line from 
Taylor and Finney avenues to Third gtreet 
100 policemen, many of them mounted, are 
on duty, and they change positions as the 
circumstances demand. 

Dr. William R. Faulkner, superintendent 
of the equipment for the police, was ap- 
pointed a commiitee of one Thursday to 
make of the old City Hall a central station 
for the police. He obtained possession of 
the first and second floors of the building on 
the north and east sides. The upper floor 
was converte] into sleeping quarters for 200 
men. The lower floor will be equip for 
regular police duty. Telephones, lights and 
everything necded has been provided. Dr. 
Faulkner has also procured 10 wagons and 
a sufficient number of horses to take the 
men to sucn a place as they may be need- 
ed at a moment's notice.

| Cars are running on the Lindell 
main line at four-minute intervals 
between Taylor avenue and the Eads 
bridge Friday. The start was made 
shortly before 7 o’clock and the 
transit company announced that the 
service would be continued all day, 
but it was not determined haw far in- 
to the night the cars would be run. 


| 
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The main line of the transit company’s 
Lindell division—from Taylor and Finney 
avenues to the Eads bridge approach at 
Third street and Washington avenue—was 
opened early Friday morning. 

The first car left the sheds at Fairfax 
and Taylor avenues at 6:50 o'clock, amid 
silence and stillness. So lHttle excitement 
attended the movement of cars on this line 
that the policemen actually yawned as 
they walked about the streets in the vi- 
cinity and told one another to ‘‘move on,” 
just to keep their hands in. No one else 
was there to be hustled. 

Cars followed rapidly after the first one 
without interruption, and by 9 o'clock 4 
four-minute schedule was in operation, 
with 20 cars running from Taylor avenue 
to the bridge. No attempt was made to 
operate the branch lines 

Chief Campbell superintended the start 
of the cars. With him were a score of 
officers, mounted and on foot, and about 
75 policemen, all told. Of the mounted 
men there were about 2%, and before the 
cars started they were sent out to take 
stations at intervals along the iine, to dis- 
perse the crowds that might collect. 

They had so little to do that they dis- 
mounted, tied their horses and rested. The 
patrolmen were told off in squads of 3 and 
4 and rode on the cars. 

All the men had breakfast, in platoons, 
and then the first car, No. 266, with Scham- 
back at the motor lever, was run out 
of the sheds. Four officers took station 
on it, under the personal orders of the 
‘chief to “‘take it through.’’ Two officers 
‘occupied the front platform and two were 
Foal the rear, The start was made and the 


poe turned into Finney avenue and headed 


east without a word of dissent from any 
one, and without an indication that it Was 
not the beginning of an ordinary’s day's 
lrun. Soon after No. 16 was sent out, and 
ithen, in quick succession, five more start- 
led east. They proceeded with the same 
ease and quiet, and no one seemed to give 
them more than a passing glance. 

A squad of patrolmen, under Capts. 
'Boyd and Keely, stayed about the shed 
‘and on the nearby corners, and kept ev- 
lery person in the vicinity on the move. 
‘No one was allowéd to pause; if he passed 


he was kept going. There was no interfer- 
I ence on the part of any one, and all the 
‘men in the neighborhood would not have 
numbered half a hundred in the early 
houre. 
| Only an officer have to speak 
| above an ordinary tone of voice. A driver 
of a passenger wagon shouted “Scab!” as 
'a car passed him. A sergeant and two men 
‘were on the wagon in a moment and he 
| was so shut up that he turned pale. That 
‘ended the game for him and he was soon 
| driven away. 
| Chief Campbell and a squad of men 
| drove a little crowd out of a beer garden 
‘just befure the care started, at Fairfax 
and Taylor. None of the occupants -was 
| saying anything, but the chief did not care 
'to have the men in a place where stoning 
could be done and he not be able to see 
i'them. That was the nearest to any .ex- 
'citement that happened. 

| By 9 o'clock 20 cars were out, — at 
‘four-minute intervals. All carried police- 
| men, from two to four.

Cars are running Friday afternoon on the 
following lines. Suburban, main line and all 
branches; Lindell, main line, running out 
Delmar avenue and to Forest Park; Page 
and Spalding branches of the Lindell divis- 
ion; the Park avenue line; the Bellefontaine 
line: the California avenue line, 

Police Chief Campbell announced to Su- 
perintendent Baumhoff of the transit com- 
pany at noon that the department would 
furnish enough policemen to guard all cars 
that the transit company chose to run. Mr. 
Baumhoff requested that patrolmen be sent 
to the starting points of: the ransi com- 
pany’s lines enumerated above. 

Capt. Young and W men took care of the 
starting of the Park avenue line. Two po- 
licemen were placed on each car. Lieut. 
Johnson and 25 men were sent to the Belle- 
fontaine powerhouse at Twentieth and 
Ferry streets. Twelve cars were started On 
this line. 

Chief Pickel and 25 men went to the Geyer 
and Jefferson avenue station on the Cali- 
fornia avenue line. 

‘Superintendent Baumhoff told Chief 
Campbell that no attempt would be made 
to start the other divisions Friday. Hé 
said that the Laclede and Olive street lines 
would be open Saturday morning, and it 
was not determined whether the cars would 
run at night, the supposed intention being 
to run them only until 7 o'clock. 


Two cars were taken dut of the station 
at Geyer and Jefferson avenues and started 
for Carondelet at 2 o’clock. About 300 strik- 
ing employes of the road and their friends 
were around the carsheds at the time, and 
when the cars came out a rush was made 
for them, in an attempt to pull .the motor- 
men off the car. 

The crowd was forced back by the police, 
and the cars proceeded on their way with- 
out further interference. Two men were ar- 
rested by Capt. Pickel and taken to the 
Soulard street station.

President Harry B. Hawes of the police 
board has issued a statement eaying that 
the department, he believes, is able to pro- 
tect the Transit Co. if it has men enough 
to run its cars, and suggests that the com- 
pany at once demonstrate ‘ts ability to 
man the cars as it claims it able. 


Union Employes Say Company Has 


Few and the Com pany Says It 
Has Enough. 


The union employes and their sympathiz- 
ers Claim that the Transit Co. is concentrat- 
ing all its available men at the Lindell 
division car sheds to run the cars from 
that point. They assert that the reason 
tore cars are not run is that there are nut 
men enough in the employ of the company, 

Division Superintendent Myers said to 
the Post-Dispatch: “We have not hired a 
new man since the strike began. This is 
a bad time to get new men. We expect 
our old men, the strikers, to come back to 
work. For two weeks pr‘or to the strike 
although we were needing men, we hir 
nobody, as we did not want to precipitate 
trouble. I have all the men I need to ru 
the regular cars on the Lindell division, 
This does not include the trippers.”’ 

Urder ordinary conditions there are @ 
regular cars on the different lines of the 
Lindell division. Each car has both day 
and night crews, requiring #0 men for 
60 cars. The names of 415 men are posi 
in the office, as conducters and motormen, 
including the regular crews and the trip-

STRIKE NEAR AT KANSAS CITY 


Metropolitan Street Railway Company 
Declines to Recognize Em- 
ployes’ Union. 


KANSAS CITY, Mav 11.—Walton Holmes, 
president of the Metropolitan Street Rail- 
way Co., to-day refused to grant the de- 
mands of the conductors, motormen and 
gripmen for recognition of their: union and 
a uniform scale of wages, and a -strike-of 
all the lines in Kansas City, Mo., and Kan- 
sus City, Kan., will likely be ordered late 
this afternocn. 

At noon to-day a committee of employes 
representing Division No. 138 of the Amal- 
gamated Association of Street Rallway Em- 
yloyes of America waited upon President 
eines and submitted the following de- 
mands: 

That the railway company agree to recog- 
nize and treat with the employes’ associa- 
tion in régard to any and all grievances 
that may arise; that in cases where a sat- 
isfactory decision cannot be made the com- 
pany agree to submit to arbitration; that 
all men who have been 
the ccmpany one year or over shal! be paid 
at the rate of 2 cents an hour; all men 
who have been in the company’s employ 
less than one year to. receive 19 cents an 
hour; that a unif@rm workday of 10 hours 
be inaugurated and that all men discharged 
by the company since May 1, and against 
whom no charges of improper conduct have 
been proven, be reinstated. 

The reference to. reinstatement involves 
the discharge of 6) employes who have been 
let out by the company within the past 
few days because, apparently, of their hav- 
ing joined the union,‘ which has but re- 
cently been organized in Kansas City. 

The conference consumed but. a few min- 
utes’ time, Mr. Holmes refusing absolutely 
to grant the demands or consider further 
propositions. The committee withdrew and 
called a meeting of the strike leaders to de- 
cide what action shall be taken. 

It seems practically certain that a strike 
will be ordered, to take effect immediately,

LONDON, May 11.—W. T. Stead, 
who was the last man in Europe to 
bid farewell to the Boer delegates, 
obtained from Abaraham Fischer, a 
member of the Orange Free State 
executive council, and one of the del- 
egates, a message to the American 
people.

frontier interests of the republic of 
Venezuela. 

As you obtained arbitration for 
Venezuela after England had de-

In our own country and in 
my own party I believe there is a latent 
fire that will require but a small amount 
of fanning to cause it to break into a vast 
and powerful. flame that will inspire the 
people who love justice, freedom and “3 
that tends to a higher civilization and right. 

“T believe the Republican party is irre- 
trievably lost if it leaves to the Democratic 
party the first opportunity to insert in its 
national platform a plank that will declare 
for the South African republics. In Michi- 
gan the Republ-cans take the ‘same stand 
with regard to the national party. I am 
unalterably opposed to leaving such action 
to the Démocrats. 

‘“T am a delegate to the convention, and I 
shall stru~gle and work harder there for a 
Boer plank in the platform than I worked 
and. struggled for a gold plank in the plat- 
form that was made up at St. Louis.”

About a dozen men were 
induced at one time and another during the 
afternoon and evening to step off their cars, 
but their places were filled at once and one 
would hardly have known that there was 
any trouble brewing, as the cars all ran on 
schedule time. The event was exaggerated, 
however and on Friday morning had grown 
to so great an extent that many people be- 
lieved that a strike was on, although the 
cars were running as usual. 


Supt. Mike Harrold was seen at the com- 
pany’s office and he made the following 
Statement to the Post-Dispatch: 

“Some 10 men quit last night, and most of 
them reported for work again this mornine. 
On Missouri avenue we run three cars, and 
they really are not needed, as the patrons 
use the two Beleville lines. They are not 
running now. We will run them Saturday, 
however, and could have done so Friday, as 
we had men who wanted to take them out. 

“In reply to the petition which was sUp- 
mitted to us and which has been published, 
we will simply say: 1. McKenna and Houle 
were discharged for incompetency, and we 
claim the yight to let them out for that 
clause. 2. Regarding ‘swing men,’ that is the 
first job a man gets when he comes to work 
here. As fast as he proves that he is com- 
petent he is promoted. 3. Regarding the de- 
mand for $2 a day, all our men are getting 
$2.25 a day. Even the new men get this, but 
they have to work a little longer, say 11 
hours, or sometimes as high as 12 hours. 
4. Regarding ‘misses,’ our rules are that if 
a man misses his car he is laid off four days 
for the first offense, eight days for the sec- 
ond, and if the third miss occurs inside of 
12 mounths he loses his run. We consider 
that we are responsible to the public to give 
them a first-class service and we simply 
must enfarce discipline among our men. 
5. This road has no ‘emergency’ crews, 
or ‘waiting crews’ laying around waiting for 
accidents, like most of the other roads have. 
Our men must stay with their cars till they 
are brought to the sheds, and for this they 
are paid full time, 6. Regarding arbitration 
in cases of grievance, we simply will nat 
agree to it. This is what is causing the 
trouble in St. Louis. We claim the right to 
hire and discharge our men as we see fit 
Section 7 !s about the same. We have noth- 
ing to arbitrate. We treat our men right and 
they all say so.”’ 

In proof of the last assertion Mr. Her- 
rolc showed the Post-Dispatch a statement 
which was drawn up early last April. It 
was unasked for, but was Reade in volun- 
tarily by the men. It said that they hax 
heard rumors of dissatisfaction, and, wish- 
ing to set themselves right with the com- 
pany, would state that they were entirely 
satisfied with the wages, hours and treat- 
ment accorded them, that they thanked the 
company for the raise of 12% per cent (or 
2 cents a day), which had just been given 
them without any request having been 
uade for such an increase and for the 
new equipment which the road had just 
placed in operation, that they were satis- 
fied in every detail and particular and would 
asstre the company that they would faith- 
fully perform every duty assigned to them. 
This was signed. by 58 of the 70 men work- 
ing at that time. 

Half an hour after the story got out 
Thursday night that there was trouble 
every man in the employ of the company 
had reported to assure the company, as 
an individual, that he was ready to go to 
work ard would stay with the company. 
All these men were already on the coan- 
pany’s pay roll. There had been no new 
men hired at all. They had more regular 
men and extras now than they could use. 
and when the last car went out Friday 
morniag one extra was heard to remark: 

‘This is a —— of q strike when there are 
not enough men out toa let an extra man 
make a dollar or two.’’ 

Nearly a dozen of the conductors and 
motormen were seen and they abi told the 
same story. All were satisfied and would

LET BUSINESS BE RESUMED. 


Thursday the strike situation cleared up considerably. There 
Was no rioting. Cars on the Suburban and Lindell lines were 
run under police protection without interruption. Crowds in 
the main were dispersed, and there was no repetition of the 
disgraceful incidents of Tuesday. The strike leaders empha- 
sized to the governor and the police authorities their willing- 
ness to co-operate by offering to supply 500 men to maintain 
order and prevent the stoppage of street-car traffic. There is 
apparent accord between the authorities, the strikers and citi- 
zens generally on the subject of order. 

These are the conditions that citizens of St. Louis insist 
shall be maintained. They want safety, peace, order and the 
prompt revival of street car traffic. They want the resump- 
tion of business activities. They demand that the rights and 
interests of all be protected. This is absolutely necessary. 

In the matter of arbitration, which offers a solution of all 
diffeulties, progress was made. The managers of the Transit 
Company and the. leaders of the striking employes were 
brought together. They met face to face and discussed their 
differences. The exact differences were determined 

The offers to arbitrate have not come from the proper source, 


Neither Mayor Ziegenhein nor Gov. Stephens are the right | 


persons to carry arbitration negotiations to a successful 
issue. Both have political cbjects to serve. Neither can com- 
mand confidence as men who will act with an eye single to 
equity and the public welfare. 

As .chief executive of the state, Gov. Stephens’ paramount 

duty is to see that public order is preserved and the laws are 
enforced. The entire responsibility for order rests with him 
and his Board of Police Commissioners. 
The citizens of St. Louis can secure a prompt adjustment 
of all difficulties if they will act vigorously to that end. They 
have the greatest interests at stake. They are the chief suf- 
ferers. They are in a position to bring such powerful influence 
and such unanswerable arguments to bear upon both parties 
to the controversy that their appeal cannot be resisted. 

The first essertial is to secure the consent of both parties 
to the adjustment of their differences by a carefully selected 
body of men of conspicuous standing, ability and fairness, 
in whose decision absolute confidence could be reposed. When 
this shall be secured the victory will be won and street car 
travel may be revived. 

Let the cars moveand business be resumed. Settle the 
strike.

Lord Salisbury’s speech before the Primrose League was 
probably the bitterest and most pessimistic he ever made.

A foreign war seems to be in the Prime Minister’s mind and 
he indulges in no rosy rhetoric concerning an Anglo-American 
alliance. This is significant, since it is not likely that if there 
were one friend in sight he would neglect to dwell upon the 
fact as the one hopeful element in an otherwise hopeless 
prospect. 

Lord Salisbury looks for’war through popular feeling. He 
seems to think that hostilities will be provoked by race or 
national jealousies This is probably the only way in which 
war will ever occur in future. Governments are so handi- 
capped by financial necessities that they cannot initiate war. 
They must be forced to it by public demand. 

This is what the old statesman fears. His forebodings are 
not pleasant, but would he, occupying one of the foremcast 
positions in Christendom, talk at random on a subject of so 
grave importance?

ANOTHER HURT, 


Engine Crashed Into an Iron 
Pillar. 


NO. BLAME WAS ATTACHED. 


ACCIDENT OCCURRED AT BROAD- 
WAY AND POPLAR STREETS. 


Driver George Seibert Died Instantly 
and Jacob Klein Was Probably 
Fatally Injured Friday 
Morning. 


George Sefbert, member of Engine Com- 
pany No. 15, was killed outright, and Jacov 
Klein, also of No. 15 Company, was perhaps 
fatally injured while en route to a fire at 
1012 Chouteau avenue early Friday morning. 

One of the horses attached to the engine 
fell while running away and the wheels 
passed over his front legs. To put the ani- 
mal out of his misery he was killed. 

The accident to the firemen occurred at 
Broadway and Poplar street, where the 
tracks of the St. Louis, Iron Mountain & 
Southern Railroad intersect Broadway. 

There are gates at the crossing, which are 
raised and lowered automatically. They are 
held in place by heavy iron beams,which ex- 
tend about two feet from the sidewalk into 
the street. It was against one of these 
beams that the engine crashed. 

There were no trains passing when the 
engine came along and the report that the 
bars Were lowered and the collision thus re- 
Sulted lacks verification. 


The watchhouse is stationed on the east 
side of Broadway. The watchman was on 
duty when the engine sped by and his state- 
ment that the gates were resting in a per- 
pendicular position is borne out by wit- 
nesses, 
The engine house, with which Selbert was 
connected is situated at Broadway and Val- 
entine street, less than a hundred yards 
from the scene of the tragedy. 
Apparently the horses were moving at a 
high rate of speed and Seibert, who drove 
the engine, taking the right hand side of the 
Street, failed to notice the heavy beams of 
ar ag oe at ¥ crossing.

HER DEVOTION WOR 


WEARY VIGIL OF A MOTHER 
OVER HER INJURED BOY. 


WATCHED HIM FOR TWO WEEKS. 


Not Once Did She Desert Him, and 
His Life Will Be Her 
Reward. 


With the life of her son as the prize for 
victory, Mrs. Augusta <Alvers, 8312 North 
Fourteenth street, battled with death at the 
City Hospital for two weeks. 

The mother’s untiring devotion won. Her 
boy will hive, the doctors says, and far the 
first time in many days the mother may 
draw a free breath. 

Alvin Alvers, 6 years old, was playing on 
the street April 27. He tried to crawl on a 
moving coal wagon; the chubby hand 
slipped and the wheels passed over his 
thighs. His head struck the pavement and 


the skull was fractured. 

Mrs. Alvers, leaving her six children in 
charge of a 10-year-old daughter, went with 
her boy to the City Hospital, to watch till 
the end. 

But skillful surgery interposed. Uncon- 
scious, with only a faint heartbeat and a 
low moan to show that he still lived, Alvin 
was sent to a ward. The mother never left 
his s'de. She held his little hands when the 
mangled limbs were dressed. She spoke 
soothingly to deaf ears when Dr. Neitert 
wasbed the broken skull. 

Mother and son went to division 15. All the 
the dangerous cases are there, a for 14 
days the two fought for life. Mrs. Alve-s 
did not lay down to rest in all that time. 
In a padded chair that a kindly nurse fur- 
nished, the tired woman waited. She did not 
worry about her household; the 10-year-old 
girl, she said, would care for that. The life 
of her boy was what she asked for and she 
watched patiently for her reward. The fear 
that all her toil would be of no avail was 
the burden she bore. 

Patients often die in division 15 and the 
thin muslin screen cannot shut out the 
death-pounds. In the nights the woman 
would start from sleep at these noises and 
half awake would lean over the cot fearful 
that she would find her own child lifeless. 
But the morning sunshine would restore her 
courage—a shrouded form borne fram the 
room would start her fears anew. 

All this Mrs. Alvers has passed through, 
but the worst is over now. Little Alvin is 
recovering fast. He lies all day, his limbs 
stretched and held by weights, and Drs. 
Neitert and Babbler. who have. watched the 
case, say he will be able to play again. Mrs. 
Alvers still sits by the bedside, showing pic- 
ture books and in a thousand ways amusing 
her boy as he becomes convalescent,

ROOSEVELT WANTS TO BE GOV.- 
GEN. OF PHILIPPINES. 


WILL DINE WITH MR. M’KINLEY. 


Secretary Long Now the Favorite for 
the Vice-Presidential Nomination 
Among Washington Leaders.

WASHINGTON, May 11.—Gov. Roosevelt 
wants to be the first civil governor-general 
of the Philippines, ‘according to intimate 
friends, more than he wants anything else 
just now. And he may receive that appoint- 
ment if President McKinley is re-elected, 
after he has served another term as €0v- 
ernor of New York. 

He proposes to run for governor of New 
York next fall. If re-elected he will have 
two years to serve, Then he would like to 
serve two years as governor-general of the 
Philippines. 

Gov. Roosevelt's friends say that he would 
even be willing to resign the governorship 
of New York to begin service in the Philip- 


pines. 

They say he is not thinking about getting 
the presidential nomination in 1904, nor at 
any other time. 

To-night Gov. Roosevelt will be enter- 
tained at dinner by President McKinley at 
the White House,

NEW YORK, May 1L—“‘William Austin” 
is 36 years old, but he does not know his 
real name. There are a lot of other things 


about himself he is anxious to learn, nota- 
bly whether or not he is, was, or ought to 
have been, rich. 

The woman he was taught from infancy 
to believe was his mother died May 21, 1899. 
She had been married to Joseph J. Fernan- 
do. Austin’s account of how he ascertained 
that this woman was not h's mother and 
of his efforts to learn the identity of his 
parents constitutes a romance. 

“Tt was at the time of the death of Mrs. 
Fernando that I learned that, she was not 
my mother,” said Austin. “In my early 
life she was wealthy. We lived in luxury. 
“Less than an hour after Mrs. Fernando 
died her daughter, Lizzie, told me my 
mother Had been dead since ehortly after 
my birth.

In it 
two brothers figure as the conspicuous 
characters. They are sons of wealthy 
Southern parents. One of them goes away 
to Europe and is missing for years. His 
wife marries his brother, believing her hus- 
band to be dead. A child, Pauline, grows 
up and finds an old box in a closet which 
contains a letter giving the address of her 

panseee. Following a quotation from 
the play: 

Pauline: Oh, what a pecullar box. I 
wonder what is in it? Papers. Wiat’s 
this? Address of Guardian of Pauline, 116 
Meeting street, Charleston, 8. C. Name, 
Joseph Austin. To be notified in case of 
death. Heavens, what does this mean? Why 
should I have a guardian if mother is alive? 
This means something. I must remember 
that name, Jeseph Austin, 116 ‘Meeting 
street, Charleston, 8. C. here is some 
mystery here. Jamma has never seemed 
like a real mother to me. She has been 
good, tender and true, but there is an un- 
definable something about her which has al- 
ways made me wonder who she is. 

“Now,” resumed Austin, “I have written 
a letter to Charleston, addressed to “The 
Owner of No. 116 Meeting street.’’ I am in 
receipt of a letter from the chief of the 
fire department of that city saying a man 
named Davis, which was the first name the 
Fernando woman bore in Philadelphia, oc- 
cupied a store at No. 116 Meeting street 
about 1860. 

“l was told by the woman who claimed 
to be my mother that my father was a doc- 
tor and was killed in a railroad accident.
